Snobbishnoss ia the.U.8. Army,

Success0rs to Fr. Blunck.

It ix not only in Enuropo that the lesser 
orila of wilitariem ore noticeable. Recently 
Toy J. Taylor, o First Lieutenant in the 
126th United Btates Const Artillory, was 
tried by _court-martlat for compelling 
Sergeant Patrick Butlor to chango his seat 
in a Now London thoatro; and-the incident 
bas called forth a great deal of editorial 
comment in no case favourable to the com- 
miasioned ofizer, ‘When tho report told 
how Lieutenant Taylor.had made Sergeant 
Butler vacate a seat in front of him ina 
theatro in New London and take one else- 
where,” ubserves tho 3t, Pout Dispatch, “we 
regarded it ps an exeggoration, untwilling to 
bolieve that. an officer of the regular army 
would make so prominent the width and 
dopth of the gap that, in bis qutimation at 
least, separated the man who wearsatraps on 
hie shouldera from the man who weats 
the cheyrons of a sorgeant, ond is only | 
an'enlitted soldier.” Thia doubt wae 
enhanced because only ‘lately the Army 
and Navy League began a campaign to 
compel theatre managera to give woll-ap- j 
poring soldiors and sailors access to any 
part. of the theatres. Lieutenant Taylor 
atnted before the court-martial that he 
asked tho sergeant to vacate the seat in 
front bocauso ho interfered with w theatro 
pirty of the Lieutenants. Tho sentence 
waa that Lioutenant Taylor bo reduced 
twelve numbers in rank. Tho New York 
Sun’ commeute as follows :— 

4©A Lieutenant in the Coast Artillery 
has just bees reduced twelve numbers in 
rank by a court-mortial which found him 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an oflicor, 
on two counts: Making uso of hia 

‘piporior rank to ¢ mpel a sergeant of his 
command to give up his seat 

Conn ; and attempting to 
justify his action ot his trial, by giving 
‘teatimony ad at variance with candouc’ 
ag:to lead tho court to deolure it s warrant 
for a moro severe suntence thon the-one 
actually imposed. 

++ While it is probable that tho punish - 
dnt meted out - by-.the court-martial is 
based more upod tho second caunt, than 
on the first, it is in'our opinion nono too 
fevere a: robuke to tho officer's conduct 
in inflicting o public humiliation upoo his 
inferior in rank. Suoh ‘conduct’ to the 
projudice of good order and military. dia- 
eipline ' is-of all too frequent occurronce, 
through the majority of instances aro not 
prought to public notica. It is a form 
of bozing, in that the victim is ordinarily 

“frelploss ‘and mauet ‘take his medicine * 
without protest; and hezidg by com- 
gaisaioned officers of the army or navy 
ld-a very’ different affair from hazing by 
‘Woat Polat or Annapolis cadets.” 

‘The Sun vada that ‘ sach summary treat 
ment of offendere of this type should bave 
sedlutary offeot in eliminating the spirit 
of snobbishnosa from a region where it has 
least. right to show its head,” while the 
“Ohicago Tribune asczibes tho intolerance of 
the commissloned officor to an erroneous 
{ded of the importance of the military 
power "—an importance to which it denies 
B place-in s'democraoy. * If," remarks 
the Brooklyn Standard Union, ‘a man 
who by metit has rison to » place among 
tho non-cominissioned officera, tho back. 
bone of any army, ia to bo aubjected 
to publi¢ annoyarice because of his ‘uni- 


‘ Form, it- will be hopeless to try to got a 


rank and file composed of anyth{ng better 
than no’or-do-walls,” According to. the 
‘New York World, tho actluu uf.the court 
“martial shows thot ‘democracy and the 
‘at gi uaro-doal'-extond ‘to the ranke of 
wolisted mon'no-less than to’the line and 
ataff”” and the Baltimore Netes is cortain 
Gorieral Grant’s oxpressed hope fhat in the 
fitnro thera will be ** no doubt in the mind 
of. anyone that the unifarm of a soldier ig:a 

rk,of honour which must be respected 
fn tho United States,” cannot fail to raiso 
the tono of tha private and the non-com- 
mistioned officer.

Paul Dispatch, belleve ‘Taylor is not so 
blameless as is the eyatem whose spirit he 
displayed," and tho New York Bun thinke

liked by the natives, and ofton journeyed’ 
far into the intorior in furtherance of his 
Jalours, though told it was dangerous to 
do so, On such occasions ho carried no 
weapons whatever, romarking that thoro

The occupants of the noighbouriing 
houses, sssisted by many others, endesvour- 
od to save their plaees, which woro in gra-t 
danger. The fira started about twenty-five 
yards distance from tha bridge noar tho 
Fronch Police Station, but had soon eaten 
its way along to the bridge and tho house 
thereon, in which iho soldiers who guard 
the bridge lve, was soon blazing 8 merrily 
aa could be. The soldiers, sciztog their ri- 
floe and possessions, rushed outuf tho houso 
and into one of tho bongs on the Shameon, 
Within # fow yards of the bridge & now 
hong ia belag orcoted, the bamboo scaffold 
jing ond matshed roof of which offered fuel 
to tho fire, and tho flying sparks lighting 
thereon created n grave danger to ‘tho 
houses on tho Shameen, as the wind was 
favourable to the fire, Tho Volunteer 
Firemen howover turned out rapidly and 
Chineso workmen vied with Huropoan and 
Arorican soldiors In extinguishing the fire 
whon it broke out on the matshed, elr, 
Hnd this erection been permitted to got 
properly diight thoro is no tolling whit 
damage might havortesulted to tho houscs 
on the Shameen. 

‘At alx o'clock, when our Informant loft 
Canton, the fro was still burning vigo- 
rously in tho native city, though it was 
palpable that tho efforts of the firo-fightors 
were hating a telling effect. 

Although the extent of tho damago isos 
yet unknown, it is presumed that from 
fifteen to twenty houses have been deatroy- 
ed. It is rather a coincidinco that thoro 
houses aro the ones which woro robullt 
about four ycars ago, after being dostroyed 
by o fire.

THE REPRIEVE OF A CON- 
DEMNED LAWYER. 


Famous Now York Case. 


Aunaxy, Jao. 16,—Albert T. Patrick, 
the New York lawyer, convicted and awalt- 
ing execution in Sing Sing Prison next 
wock for tho murder of Williama Marsh 
Rico in New York city in Soptomber 1900, 
wos. reprioved this afternoon by Governer 
Higgins until March 19th, o space of fifty- 
six daya, : 

Tho repriovo ia granted. for the purposo 
of giving Patrick’s counscl time to bring 
bofare fa trial court alloged nowly-discovered 
evidones, Ita granting followed a hearing 
bofore the Governor in accordance with 6 
request of formor Senator David B. Hill 
and Judge William K, Olcott of counsol 
for Patrick, and with tho fail consont of 
District Attorney Jerome, who was pro- 
sent, 

Tho Patrick ono ia ono of tha moat 
remarkable in tho crijinal: annals of tho 
country. Arrested op October 14, 1900, 
for having chloroformed William M, Rico, 
a millionaire reclose, to death after his 
aged client had madep willin bia favour, : 
Patrick eaecooded !n postponing the deci- 
gion of his fnto for over four years. Every 
possible legal point was taken advantage 
‘of to defer tho execution of the sentanco of 
death imposed on April 7; 1902, ‘and the 
cago ottracted att-ntlon throughout ‘the 


country, * ? 

In Tone last when tho Court of Appeale 
sustained the jadgment of the trial Court, 
it wos believed that Patrick's fight hed 
been in vain; but even then his attornoya 
did not despair, ond a a last resort the 
Governor was asked to atay tho cxecu- 
tioner's hand on the ground that the de- 
Lenco bad discovered new evidence tending 
to show thot Rico died of natural causes 
and thnt no crime had been committed. 
On thia showing tho ropricve was granted, 
and thero isa probability that Patrick, in 
tho event of securing a new trial, may yet 
be acquitted.
